miles across the state to the 
scene of the murder 
"We want to know how the 
pictures taken at a wedding far

The photographs are part of 
the investigation into the June 
13 sex slayings at Camp Scott 
of Lori Lee Farm er,

Laird said authorities 
know 
the identity of the three women 
in the pictures and the identity 
of the photographer, although 
the names were not released 


for

UPI determined the identity

tion. All of the women are from 


southwestern Oklahoma and the 
father-in-law
